It  only  everyone  were  quiet,  calm.  If  only  the  hall  was  silent  and  no  one  was 
lere.

She  stands  there  in  the  middle  of 
e  hallway  with  glowing  eyes  and  an  enormous  smile  that  comes  only  when  one 
as  found  a  lost  friend. 

Julia!  I  can't  believe  we  haven't  seen  each  other  in  so  long!  This  place  is 
uge!"  Her  words  bubble  with  excitement,  like  a  kettle  of  water  nearing  its 
oiling  point,  roiling  and  simmering  with  uncontained  energy. 


I  manage  a  small  smile  in  response.  Yes,  the  school  is  huge,  huge  enough  to 
swallow  all  excitement  imaginable.  I  cannot  help  but 

wonder  at  Clara's  enthusiasm.  How  can  she  be  excited  here?  In  this  strange 
place?  How  has  she  adapted  so  quickly? 

Clara  laughs,  and  again,  I  am  struck  with  the  impression  of  joyous,  unmarred 
life.  Why  so  down,  Julia?  You  better  be  careful;  next  thing  you  know,  you'll 
bring  the  rain  down  on  us  all!" 

As  if  the  sun  were  still  shining  today.  It's  actually  been  snowing  for  the  past 
week  or  so.  Another  reason  for  Clara's  vivacious  spirits,  of  course.

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Students  from  Newton  North  study  abroad 
in  China  for  four  months

After  learning  that  the  Patriots  won  the  Super  Bowl  over  Siberia,  and  after  countless  games  of  war  played 
with  an  airline  card  deck,  the  nine  of  us  on  the  exchange  landed  in  Beijing.  Since  arrival,  and  the  photos  we  took 
standing  at  the  airport  before  being  driven  off  to  our  various  homes  around  the  city,  the  bulk  of  my  experience 
in  China  has  been  independent  of  the  group.  Two  months  into  the  trip,  the  expectations  I  had  for  the  exchange

During  the  nights  at  home, 
I  assume  a  role  as  part  of  the  family  by  walking  the  dog,  having  discussions  over  dinner,  and  watching  an 
inexpensive  DVD  I  usually  pick  up  on  the  way  home.  Over  the  last  two  weeks,  the  excitement  of  visiting 
historical  and  cultural  landmarks  such  as  Xian's  Terracotta  Army  has  faded,  and  conversing  in  Chinese  and 
English  with  random  people  has  become  far  more  interesting.  For  the  second  half  of  our  trip,  much  of  what  is 
mentioned  above  will  continue  and  we  will  be  heading  to  the  southern  Chinese  province  of  Yunan  to  go  trekking 
on  the  Myanmar  border.  Though  only  two  quick  months  have  passed,  North's  exchange  program  with  Beijing's 
Jingshan  School  has  provided  me  with  a  relaxed,  yet  edifying  way  to  slump.

Sparknotes.com  has  become  a  student's  best  friend,  allowing  one  to 
avoid  both  the  endless  English  reading,  and  potential  failure  on  the  next 
pop  quiz.  However,  who  is  really  being  fooled?  If  you  don't  think  that  your 
teacher's  know  the  tricks  of  the  trade,  you  are  absolutely  wrong.  Here  is 
what  the  sparknotes.com  resource  looks  like  to  two  very  experienced  English 
teachers. 

The  Sparknotes  Version  of  Spark  Notes 
Summary: 

An  English  teacher  at  Newton  North  investigates  Sparknotes  for  The  Scarlet 
Letter.  She  reads  the  plot  overview.  She  reads  the  context,  the  characters,  the 
character  analysis,  and  the  themes.  She  can't  actually  read  the  chapter  overviews 
because  she  refuses  to  sign  up  for  an  account.  If  she  has  time,  she  will  read  the 
analysis. 

Character: 

Ms.  X  is  a  witty,  charming,  well-read  teacher  of  sophmores  and  juniors.  In  her 
spare  time,  she  enjoys  skydiving  while  filling  out  crossword  puzzles. 

Conflict: 

Ms.  X  wants  students  to  realize  that  Sparknotes  is  a  limited  resource,  but  she 
doesn't  want  to  appear  to  be  moralistic.

After  college  my  first  job  was  at  the 
International  School  or  Kuala  Lumpur,  Malay- 
sia. With  no  teaching  experience  I  was  hired  as 
an  intern  which  meant  teaching  only  one  his- 
tory course  and  assisting  with  a  few  English  as 
a  Second  Language  classes.  In  my  mind,  this 
meant  little  work  and  lots  of  free  time  to  ex- 
plore, play  tennis  year  round,  make  new  Malay- 
sian friends,  learn  the  language,  eat  great  food  and  plan  my  weekends  of  island 
hopping  in  the  Malaysian  tropics.  Sun  365  days  a  year  was  going  to  be  grand. 
How  I  hated  winter.  Much  to  my  surprise,  two  days  alter  my  38-hour  trip  door- 
to-door  to  Kuala  Lumpur,  the  school  had  lost  a  full  time  English  teacher  and 
needed  me  to  take  over  the  five  literature  classes.  "But  I'm  an  American  History 
major,"  I  protested.  The  principal  expressed  confidence  in  my  "solid  liberal 
arts  college,"  however  and  handed  me  Shakespeare's  Othello  for  my  eleventh 
graders  and  Merchant  of  Venice  for  my  ninth  graders.  I  had  two  days  to 
prepare.  I  cried  straight  through  those  two  days,  put  my  tennis  raquet  on  the 
shelf,  and  put  away  my  scuba  gear— this  was  going  to  be  intense  and  serious 
work.  And  it  was.  The  whole  school  year  became  a  test  of  perserverance.  My 
cantankerous  students  didn't  help.  One  day  they  lodged  chalk  inside  the  eraser 
so  that  when  I  went  to  erase  the  chalkboard,  I  made  it  worse.  Peals  of  laughter 
of  course  and  a  total  loss  of  classroom  control  resulted.  Most  valuable  was 
having  to  humble  myself  daily  and  ask  other  teachers  for  help  to  survive.  For 
such  a  rotten  year,  it  was  probably  the  year  I  learned  the  most  about  myself  and 
about  others,  and  most  importantly,  what  it  takes  to  survive  weird  places. 

That  experience  of  diving  into  an  unfamiliar  culture,  country,  language, 
and  job  had  such  generative  payoffs  to  me  in  terms  of  risks  taken,  episodes  of 
reckless  abandon,  personal  and  professional  growth  and  an  understanding  of 
the  world.  Moral  of  this  story:  In  your  twenties  you  should  follow  your  bliss  as 
best  as  you  can  because  you  never  know  what  those  risks  will  bring  you  back 
in  return. 


I  graduated  from  college  in  1984.  I  spent  the  following  year  in  Israel  pickiil 
avocadoes,  learning  Hebrew,  and  getting  confused  about  religion.  One  oftl 
off  things  about  Israel,  and  there  are  many,  is  how  much  cooperation  goes  c 
there.  I  mean  the  official  kind:  there  are  (or  were)  farmers'  cooperations,  livir 
cooperatives,  the  famous  kibbutzim  (I  lived  on  one)—  I  even  met  a  guy  trying i 
start  a  cooperative  ciry  (everybody  owns  everything  jointly,  takes  turns  runnir 
the  city  administration,  and  so  on.)  You  didn't  get  that  much  back  on  State 
Island,  where  I  grew  up.  So  when  I  get  home  after  a  year,  I  was  pretty  first  u 
about  cooperation,  and  frankly,  feeling  a  little  too  wordly  and  special  an 
religiously  confused  to  go  out  and  get  a  regular  job. 

My  friend,  Scott,  who  had  gone  top  Israel  with  me  (actually,  it  was  his  ide; 
came  home  in  a  similar  mood.  After  a  desultory  month  or  so,  we  began  talkin 
about  how  we  ought  to  start  a  cooperative  business.  The  basic  plan  was  to  sta 
a  fabulously  successful  company  and  then  turn  it  into  a  worker  coop.  Thrc 
months  later  we  were  standing  on  a  street  corner  in  Philadelphia  selling  gourme 
low-fat  sandwiches  made  with  our  original  tofu  mayonnaise.  We  wore  whid 
tuxedos  with  little  black  bowties  and  gave  out  free  samples  from  a  silver  (real! 
stainless  steel)  platter.  We  developed  a  loyal  following  and  got  to  see  all  th| 
places  in  the  city  that  only  street  venders  know  about  (dark  garages  and  bac 
alleys,  mostly),  but  the  work  was  brutally  hard. 
And  to  top  it  off,  as  winter  approached  we 
discovered  that  polyester  tuxedos  don't  insulate 
terribly  well.  We  faced  the  choice:  borrow  loads 
of  money  and  open  a  restaurant  or  a  tofu  factory 
or  something,  or  chuck  it  in  and  try  something 
more  conventional.

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As  students,  we  have  all  learned  how  to  question  what  we  are  taught.  Even  teachers  today  question  what  they  were  taught  as  students,  and 
sometimes  realize  that  all  the  effort  put  in  by  their  own  students  to  learn  certain  topics  may  not  always  pay  off  in  the  end.  Teachers  in  all  departments 
of  North  have  experienced  being  asked,  "Why  do  I  need  to  know  this?  When  will  I  ever  need  this  information?"  If  a  teacher  were  to  repond  honestly 
to  this  question,  you  would  probably  hear  something  along  the  lines  of  what  is  written  below.  When  it  comes  down  to  it,  the  real  question  is  "Are 
all  mathematical  expressions  important,  relevant,  or  useful  to  our  every  day  lives,  once  we  are  no  longer  students?" 


Audrey  Prager: 

I  went  to  a  big  New  York  City  high  school,  James  Madison  High.  We  had 
3500  students  in  only  three  grades,  10-12,  and  we  all  went  to  school  in  three 
sessions. 

I  really  prefer  the  way  math  is  taught  today  to  the  way  it  was  taught  in  the 
1960  s.  In  those  days,  the  teacher  lectured  we  and  took  notes.  Nobody  even 
asked  "what  does  this  have  to  do  with  the  real  world?"  I  think  that  today's 
teenagers  are  far  more  wordly  than  we  were,  and  so  I  think  it  behooves  today's 
math  teacher  to  figure  out  how  to  apply  mathematical  concepts  to  the  real- 
world,  as  well  as  how  to  connect  mathematics  as  much  as  possible  to  learning 
in  other  disciplines.  One  of  the  reasons  I  love  teaching  1 1th  grade  math  is  that 
I  enjoy  showing  kids  how  to  use  natural  logarithms  to  determine  certain  things, 
such  as  how  long  nicotine  stays  in  the  blood,  or  the  time  of  a  death  in  a  homocide 
case,  which  uses  Newton's  Law  of  Cooling. 

In  retrospect,  the  most  useful  math  course  that  I  took  in  high  school  was  1 0th 
grade  geometry.  In  those  days,  the  course  consisted  of  a  never  ending  succession 
of  increasingly  more  complicated  statement-and-reason  proofs.  Of  course,  I 
learned  a  lot  of  geometry  "content,"  but  what  I  really  learned  was  how  to  reason 
deductively  and  how  to  make  a  convincing  argument.  When  you  think  about 
it,  what  aspect  of  human  endeavor  does  NOT  involve  this  skill?!  It  has  been 
absolutely  empowering. 

The  most  useful  course  that  I  did  not  take  in  high  school  (it  wasn't  offered 
until  I  got  to  college)  was  statistics.  In  my  first  real  job  after  graduate  school,

I  traveled  all  over  doing  program  evaluations  for  Abt  Associates,  Inc,  unde 
contract  to  the  federal  government.  A  lot  of  the  research  I  did  had  bot 
quantitative  and  qualitative  components,  and  so  having  a  strong  had  a  statistic 
backround  was  a  big  plus.  Anyone  who  is  interested  in  the  social  sciences- 
psycology,  political  science,  history,  law— should  take  a  statistic  course  some 
time  during  their  high  school/college  careers. 

Nicole  Sansig: 

Moving  to  Boston  last  year  and  still  having  alot  of  friends  in  New  Jersey  ha 
given  me  plenty  of  opportunities  to  use  my  math  skills  in  everyday  life.  I  oftei 
use  math  to  calculate  where  I  will  meet  my  friends  in  between  Boston  and  Nev 
Jersey,  considering  that  many  of  my  friends  drive  significantly  faster  than  I  do 
To  be  fair  and  have  both  of  us  spend  an  equal  amount  of  time  in  the  car, 
calculate  where  we  will  meet  to  make  sure  that  the  drive  in  just  as  long  for  eacl 
of  us. 

Another  time  that  I  have  used  my  math  skills,  was  a  couple  of  weeks  aftel' 
learning  about  graph  theory  in  high  school.  I  offered  to  help  the  mayo 
campaign  for  the  up  coming  election.  My  friends  and  I  were  asked  to  pu 
information  in  all  the  mailboxes  throughout  our  town.  Using  graph  theor; 
allowed  our  group  to  figure  out  the  quickest  trail  to  follow  in  order  to  distributi 
fliers  at  each  home  efficiently.  It  probably  would  have  taken  us  several  mor< 
hours  if  we  had  just  tried  to  figure  out  a  route  without  using  what  we  havf 
learned  in  math  class.

You  might  have  thought  that  dictionaries  only  exist  for  world  languages,  however  even  smaller 
fields  of  study  have  their  own  dictionaries,  full  or  words  that  you  may  have  never  even  known 
existed  in  your  own  native  tongue.  Take  a  look  below  at  some  of  the  words  in  the  "Dictionary 
of  Art  and  Design." 

1.  )  Axonometric  projection:  In  mechanical  drawing  includes  isometric,  dimetric,  and  trimetric 
projection.  Axonometric  projection  is  used  to  represent  three-dimensional  objects,  not  for  an 
illusion  of  reality,  but  toshow  dimensions  and  other  geometric  information. 

2.  )  Effigy:  A  likeness  or  image,  especially  of  a  person.  A  likeness  of  a  deceased  person,  when 
placed  on  his  tomb,  is  usually  called  an  effigy.  Now,  more  often  a  crude  figure  or  dummy  of 
someones  despised;  a  symbolic  image  of  a  person.  Perhaps  this  latter  sense  arises  from  a  wish 
that  the  subject  were  dead. 

3.  )  Momoyama:  A  period  in  Japanese  art  history  trom  1490-1573.  It  was  preceded  by  the 
Sengoku  Jidai  period  (1490-1573)  and  followed  by  the  Edo/Tokugawa  period  (1615-1868). 

4.  )  Scumble:  There  are  two  senses  for  this  term.  Its  earlier  meaning:  a  broken  passage  of  opaque 
or  translucent  color  skimmed  or  dragged  across  the  surface  in  such  a  way  that  each  color  is 
visible,  each  modifying  the  other,  or,  to  apply  color  in  this  way. 

5.  )  Xanthic  or  Xanthine:  Of,  relating  to,  or  tending  towards  a  yellow  color.  "Xanthic"  has  its 
roots  in  Greek  word  "xanthos"  which  means  "yellow."

Family  and  Consumer  Science  teachers  educate  students  on  the  basics  in  life  that  are  essential, 
but  how  did  they  first  get  started  on  this  career  path?  Roz  Jacobson  and  Rita  Sheinker,  the  two 
Family  and  Consumer  Science  teachers,  explain  how  they  got  involved  in  this  important  but 
somewhat  underappreciated  field... 

"I  became  a  family  and  comsumer  sciences,  "formerly  called  Home  Economics"  teacher  because 
I  was  inspired  by  the  teachers  I  had  in  7th  and  8th  grade,  in  New  York  City.  Home  Economics  was 
a  required  subject  for  girls  back  then  and  was  basically  just  food  and  clothing  education.  I  found 
it  highly  creative  and  also  incorporated  other  areas  that  I  enjoyed,  such  as  art  and  social  studies. 
Later  in  college  and  graduate  school,  I  was  able  to  earn  a  professional  degree  in  Home  Economics 
and  got  to  study  the  textile,  consumerism,  nutrition,  child  development,  and  housing,  in  addition 
to  food  and  clothing.  We  were  also  required  to  take  a  minor  in  the  physical  sciences  and  a  strong 
liberal  arts  background.  I  thought,  and  still  believe,  that  family  and  consumer  sciences  are 
important  subjects  because  they  take  academics  and  apply  the  acquired  knowledge  to  life  skills."  -

In  life,  we  all  have  our  own  challenges  to  face.  Some 
of  us  have  trouble  spelling  or  telling  left  from  right  when 
following  directions.  Others  have  more  serious  handi- 
caps, like  being  unable  to  walk,  see,  hear,  or  speak. 
Living  what  society  calls  a  "normal  life"  isn't  easy  for 
everybody,  and  even  our  school  has  a  large  body  of 
students  who  are  hearing  impaired.  Sometimes  just 
remember  to  put  yourself  in  someone  else's  shoes. 

"I'm  deaf,  I'm  an  1 8  year  old  guy,  I'm  a  native  Bostonian, 
and  I  am  most  interested  in  computer  programming, 
graphic  arts,  and  sports.  Obviously,  I  identify  with  strongly 
with  being  deaf.  It  is  part  of  my  identity.  It  means 
immediate  rapport  with  someone  when  I  found  out  that 
they  are  deal  too.  It  means  having  shared  expressions  with 
someone  growing  up  even  if  our  lives  are  completely 
different.  There  is  a  sense  of  sameness.  We  might  not 
always  like  eachother,  but  we  have  something  in  common, 
there  is  no  denying  that.  Every  deaf  person  however,  still 
has  their  own  personality,  opinions,  and  beliefs.  Every  deaf 
person  is  an  individual.  But  it  is  that  similar  life  story, 
having  to  grow  up  deaf  in  a  hearing  world,  that  will  always 
unites  us."

The  Same  Game  From 
Dfferent  Perspective 


Having  a  successful  team  does  not  only  come  from  the  amount  of  talent  in  a  group  of  individuals. 
A  successful  team  is  created  by  a  smart  and  strategic  coach,  who  understands  how  to  teach  both 
physically  and  mentally,  the  important  aspects  of  becoming  a  supportive  team  member  and  lair 
competor.  A  team  wins  titles  and  gains  respect  when  a  coach  knows  how  to  transform  a  bunch  of 
indivduals  into  a  solid,  trustworthy  unit.  Never  assume  that  an  individual  is  a  successful  athlete  just 
because  they  have  incredible  talent,  they  are  probably  that  way  as  a  result  of  some  of  the  best  coaching 
around.  Here  is  what  Coach  Giusti  had  to  say  about  his  role: 

"The  Webster  Dictionary's  definition  of  the  word  "coach"  is  a  person  who  teaches  or  trains 
students,  athletes,  etc.  If  only  it  was  as  simple  as  that.  In  order  for  a  coach  to  be  successful  he  or  she 
must  pocess  and  continually  develop  many  different  personal  qualities.  He  or  she  must  demonstrate 
a  strong  teaching  personality,  individual  and  team  management  skills,  knowledge  of  sport  and 
training  techniques,  and  have  the  ability  to  promote  growth  and  improvement.  Technical 
knowledge  does  not  automatically  translate  into  being  a  competent  coach.  A  coach  still  needs  to  have 
the  ability  to  motivate,  innovate,  and  communicate  with  his  students  and  other  trainers.  They 
should  have  an  infectious  passion  for  the  sport  that  they  coach.  The  enthusiasm  of  the  coach  will 
help  the  athletes  work  hard  and  improve.  A  sense  of  humor  is  always  a  useful  took  to  help  insure 
that  the  athelte  is  keepings  things  in  perspective.  Sure  wins  and  loses  are  totaled,  but  in  the  end,  the 
coach  will  hopefully  have  molded  his/her  athletes  into  repsonsible  and  productive  people."  -Tom

A  new  dimension  has  been  added  to  the  North  faculty,  suddenly,  the  teachers 
are  using  laptops.  I  sight  teacheers  carrying  and  using  the  same  model  laptops. 
I  sight  math  teacher  Elise  Ghitelman  demonstrating  finding  internet  informa- 
tion and  animation  in  her  Calculus  class.  I  sight  special  education  teacher  Mrs. 
Harmon  keyboarding  her  lecture  notes  as  they  appear  on  the  screen.  I  sight 
special  education  teacher  Mr.  Heavy  in  his  cubicle  writing  an  IEP  on  his  laptop. 
I  sight  science  teaching  Ms.  Dannenberg  lecturing  science  using  PowerPoint. 

All  this  started  with  a  special  alocation  ($750,000)  from  Mayor's  Cohen 
office  to  purchase  laptops  for  each  member  of  the  faculty.  Fran  Zilonis, 
Director  of  Technology  for  Newton  Public  Schools  and  Co-chairperson  of  the 
High  School  Technology  Committee  with  Paul  Shapiro,  the  computer  depart- 
ment head  for  Newton  North  and  Newton  South,  decided  to  purchase 
Machintosh  ibooks  for  the  staff  and  give  teachers  a  new  too!  in  the  classroom. 
During  July  2003,  approximateely  180  teachers  from  North  attended  "icamp" 
supervised  by  Mr.  Shapiro  and  Mr.  Golando  over  a  four-week  period  at  Newton 
South.  During  the  four  weeks,  teachers  were  divided  into  groups  for  two-day 
training  seminar.  Each  seminar  covered  the  basic  computer  instruction 
including  Internet,  PowerPoint  and  designing  a  web  page,  "the  future  long 
term  goals  of  the  school  are  a  little  fuzzy  right  now",  said  Mr.  Murphy,  also 
responsible  for  this  new  technology.  The  administration  doesn't  want  to  do 
anything  else  until  the  new  construction  of  the  school  gets  figured  out. 

Aside  from  a  few  minor  issues,  the  faculty  is  generally  appreciating  the 
conveniences  of  their  new  laptops.  "  I  would  say  about  90%  of  the  teachers  use 
these  all  the  time"  said  Mr.  Shapiro.  All  the  ibooks  are  fnctional  everywhere  in 
the  school  or  at  home  because  they  are  all  hooked  up  to  a  wireless  server.  In 
addition,  there  are  four  cyber  cafe's  located  on  each  floor  of  the  building. 
Teachers  are  getting  used  to  the  new  technology.  Music  teacher,  Mr.  Reid 
believes  the  new  laptops  are  "very  useful  and  definitely  add  functionality.. .a 
huge  technological  leap  for  the  school."

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"Don't  walk  away  from  me  when  I'm  talking  to  you"  yelled  sophomore  Will  Nichols  as  he 
grabbed  classmate  Mandy  Lyne's  arm  during  Mentors  in  Violence  Prevention's  (MVP)  D  block 
assembly.  Held  in  the  Little  Theatre  on  January  8th,  the  program  focused  on  issues  surrounding 
violence  and  sexual  assault  toward  women.  A  test  that  was  administered  during  the  year  to  sixth 
through  twelth  grade  showed  that  one  in  four  women  had  been  sexually  assaulted  or  violated  during 
that  time  period,  so  assemblies  such  as  this  are  relevant  and  important  to  the  student  body. 

To  advocate  non-violence  and  healthy  relationships,  the  students  in  MVP  depicted  situations 
that  may  actually  be  seen  on  main  street  between  a  couple. 

The  skit  was  extremley  realistic,  and  the  audience  intently  watched  and  waited  for  the  next  scene. 
Playing  the  part  of  a  possessive  boyfriend,  Will  Nichols  successfully  convinced  the  audience  that 
his  character  was  possessive,  and  spasmatic,  With  insults,  profanity,  and  body  language  that  would 
not  be  tolerated  in  a  classroom  setting,  the  audience  completely  understood  the  point  that  the 
members  of  MVP  had  set  out  to  make. 

In  the  scheme  of  things,  this  assembly  was  one  of  the  most  important  and  informative  school- 
wide  events  through  the  year.  During  A,  B,  C,  and  D  blocks,  skits  were  held  in  the  Little  Theater 
that  focused  on  issues  surrounding  violence  and  sexual  assault  against  women.  The  skits  portrayed 
such  events  dealing  with  rape  and  abuse.  The  skit  during  A  and  B  blocks  depicted  date-rape,  and 
C  and  D  block's  dealt  with  rape  and  abuse  from  boyfriend  to  girlfriend. 

After  each  skit,  the  audience  was  given  time  to  ask  the  characters  questions  about  the  situations. 
Afterward  they  could  ask  questions  to  the  actors  about  thier  characters  and  what  it  was  like  to  play 
the  different  roles.  As  well  as  how  the  actors  would  have  handled  the  situations  themselves.  Many 
students  expressed  how  seeing  the  skits  the  year  before,  or  even  just  then  had  impacted  them,  and 
changed  their  views  on  date  rape  and  abuse.

Cafe,  it  is  a  student-run  restaurant  that  in- 
cludes a  deli,  salad  bar,  and  a  bake  shop, 
talented  students:  Mr.  O'Neil  ,  who  works 
with  the  deli  and  the  salad  bar,  and  Mrs.

Enthusiastic  students  participate  in  making 
fabulous  food  dishes  from  many  different 
cultures.

Its  a  heavy  load,  espe- 
cially since  the  students  do  not  get  paid,  but 


most  say  that  there  is  a  great  feeling  when 
they  see  their  creations  bought.  Amanda 
Caruso,  a  senior  at  North,  explains  why  she 
signed  up  for  Culinary  arts:  "The  teachers 
don't  lecture  us,  and  they  are  really  down  to 
earth. ..and  that's  what  makes  it  so  enjoy- 
able." The  teachers  are  extremly  nice  and 
welcoming  to  all  the  customers  and  anyone 
who  approaches  them.  It  is  a  very  pleasur- 
able place  to  learn  how  to  be  a  chef. 

Even  Culinary  Arts  has  room  for  creativ- 
ity. Today  Amanda  Caruso  is  preparing  500 
bite-size  chocolates  for  a  "Death  by  Choco- 
late" competition  at  the  Sheraton  Hotel.  These 
tiny  chocolates  are  made  by  filling  up  a  plas- 
tic mold  with  areamy  chocolate  and  letting 
them  harden.  There  are  countless  types  and 
styles  of  creating  food.  It's  no  wonder  why 
Culinary  Arts  is  such  a  popular  class,  it 
seems  like  the  joy  never  ends  when  you  are 
making  creative  cuisine.

The  Fight  for  Justice 

"I  have  asked  myself  over  and  over  again  why  I  would  want  to  direct  this  play 
again.  For  what  reason  would  I  bring  this  racism  stuff  out  in  the  open?  Why  is 
it  necessary  to  show  in  the  year  2003  that  issues  of  sexual  orientation,  class, 
gender,  ethnicity,  religion,  and  race  are  still  part  of  our  tapestry  of  life?  All  the 
threads  are  not  in  place  and  for  some  of  us  the  tapestry  is  unraveling. 

Twenty  years  ago  I  chose  to  direct  Blues  for  Mr.  Charlie  at  Newton  North 
High  School.  I  was  31  years  old  with  a  passion  for  fixing  what  I  thought  was 
wrong  with  the  world.  I  truly  believed  that  one  person  could  make  a  difference. 
I  believed  that  theater  was  more  than  a  way  to  entertain  and  that  it  was  a  means 
to  teach.  To  teach  what  could  be  right  with  the  world.  My  political  and  social 
perspectives  were  skewd  by  an  altruistic  love  for  the  human  spirit. 

Now  I  have  had  20  more  years  added  to  the  tapesty  of  life,  and  although  not 
all  of  it  has  been  lovely,  it  has  certaintly  been  meaningful  and  well  worth  the 
threading  of  the  needle.  Now,  why  did  I  really  need  to  direct  "Blues"  again? 
Well,  because  this  directorial  voice  is  from  the  faithful,  and  for  the  faithful. 
"Blues"  is  about  two  communities  who  suffer  from  the  lack  of  identity, 
knowledge,  and  truth.  Lacking  of  of  those  is  very  dangerous.  Let  us  work  to 
uphold  different  identities,  open  dialogues  for  diverse  thinking  and  work 
together  to  understand  that  there  may  be  more  than  one  road  to  the  truth."

Impact  on  the  Arts 


"Whose  Life  is  it  Anyway?"  discusses  a  unique  topic  which  high  school 
students  are  rarely  exposed  to.  The  question  of  being  in  control  of  one's  life  is 
not  something  that  high  school  students,  or  people  in  general,  care  to  think  a 
lot  about.  By  giving  a  community  exposure  to  a  situation  such  as  the  one 
presented  in  "Whose  Life  is  it  Anyway?"  a  larger  number  of  people  probably 
began  to  consider  both  the  long  and  short-term  effects  of  traumatic  injury. 
Before  seeing  "Whose  Life"  it  is  safe  to  assume  that  while  people  had  heard  of 
the  Christopher  Reeves  story  and  others  like  it,  they  had  never  actually 
discussed  what  being  seriously  injured  and  paralyzed  meant.  "Whose  Life" 
opened  the  door  for  dialogue  not  only  within  the  cast  and  crew  of  the  show,  but 
within  the  entire  Newton  North  community. 

"Whose  Lif  is  it  Anyway?"  also  presents  the  large  issue  of  trust.  It  examines 
how  far  one  must  go  in  trusting  another  person,  in  this  case,  with  their  life.  Is 
it  safe  to  let  another  person  decide  whether  or  not  someone  will  live  or  die?  Is 
it  wise  to  let  another  person  have  control  over  your  life?  When  is  it  best  to  allow 
others  to  protect  you  from  yourself?  These  are  the  questions  that  "Whose  Life" 
raises,  and  in  the  end,  it  seems  as  though  "Whose  Life"  was  able  to  answer  that 
trust,  vocalizing  somewhat  closed  issues,  and  learning  to  accept  life  and 
situations  are  all  vitally  important.

Written  by  Wendy  Wasserstein,  "Heidi  Chronicles  "depicts  a  young  woman  s  struggle  with  her  romantic 
relationships,  the  feminist  movement,  and  her  own  identity  through  out  the  tumultuous  decades  of  the 
60  s,  70's,  and  80  s.  Emotional,  thought  provoking,  and  humorous,  this  play  does  not  only  deal  with 
feminism  and  homosexuality,  but  also  with  the  insecurities  encountered  by  everyone  in  establishing  his 
or  her  own  place  in  the  world. 


Nine  months  ago,  we  sat  down  in 
the  drama  section  of  the  library  and 
began  making  random  selections.  We 
were  looking  for  a  play  to  direct  on  the 
Newton  North  stage,  and  we  wanted 
it  to  be  perfect.  When  we  found  The 
Heidi  Chronicles,  by  Wendy 
Wasserstein,  we  knew  this  was  it.  We 
were  immediately  drawn  in  by  each 
character's  distinct  sense  of  humor 
and  unique  struggle,  and  we  were  im- 
pressed by 
Wasserstein's  use 
of  both  satire  and 
honesty  to  dem- 
onstrate the 
plight  of  women 
through  the  60's, 
70's,  and  80's.  It 
so  far  surpassed 
any  of  the  other 

plays  that  we  had  read  in  both  its 
writing  and  message,  and  so  we  imme- 
diately began  working  on  our  own 
application,  and  slight  interpretation. 

In  producing  this  show,  there  were 
points  when  we  seemed  to  suck  the  life 
out  of  the  entire  theatre  department. 
Every  resource  was  sent  our  way  and 
both  crew  and  actors  devoted  count- 
less hours  and  sleepless  nights  to  Heidi. 
Our  production  team  grew  closer  as 


the  show  date  grew  nearer.  To  our 
surprise,  the  second  and  third  shows 
were  postponed  due  to  cold.  Lasker 
Auditorium  was,  it  seemed,  too  cold 
to  hold  the  Friday  and  Saturday  night 
performances,  no  doubt  a  first  in 
Newton  North  history.  We  pulled 
together  and  not  only  was  the  audito- 
rium a  comfortable  65  degrees  on 
show  night,  but  our  cast  and  crew 
were  more  than  ready  to  get  started.

From  the  Director 

My  Fair  Lady  seems  as  fresh  to  me  as  the  ink  on  this 
morning's  newspaper.  It  tells  the  story  of  two  people  from 
opposite  sides  of  the  track  who  meet  and  fall  hopelessly  in 
love.  Well,  wait  a  minute  -  not  so  fast.  Unquestionably 
there  is  passion  written  in  between  the  barbs  that  poor 
flower  girl  Eliza  Doolittle  and  wealthy  phonetician  Profes- 
sor Henry  Higgins  exchange.  Yet  George  Bernard  Shaw, 
author  of  Pygmalion,  the  play  on  which  My  Fair  Lady  is 
based,  strenuously  upheld  in  a  ten-page  epilogue  to  the 


play  (which  he  called  a  "sequel ")  that  Eliza  and  Higgins 
must  not  end  up  together.  Shaw  was  sawy  enough  to  know 
that  Eliza  and  Higgins  could  no  more  successfully  navigate 
across  the  barbed  wire  of  the  early  twentieth-century 
English  class  system  than  Romeo  and  Juliette  could  cross 
their  impregnable  cultural 
boundaries. 

But  it's  a  different  world  to- 
day. The  merging  of  hearts  be- 
tween those  of  different  classes 
hardly  seems  menacing  any- 
more. In  fact,  audiences  regu- 
larly turn  to  reality  TV  to  see 
millionaires  attempt  to  win  the 
hearts  of  cash-strapped  beauties 
and  find  everlasting  bliss  in  syn- 
dication. What  once  was  scan- 
dalous now  seems  passe.  It  seems 
almost  surreal  to  me  that  my 
grandmother  actually  took  to 
her  bed  for  three  days  when  in 
the  last  1 940's  my  uncle  brought 
home  his  new  Catholic  bride  to 
meet  his  Protestant  parents.  A 
mere  twenty  years  later  in  1 967,  miscegenation,  or  interra- 
cial marraige,  was  declared  unconstitutional  in  Loving  v. 
Virginia.  What  once  was  unthinkable  was  not  not  only 
possible  but  even  protected  by  law. 

Of  course,  there  are  still  social  issues  that  divide  us.  The 
country  not  has  turned  its  eyes  to  Massachusetts  because  of 
recent  rulings  by  our  state's  highest  court.  And  while  this 
rent  in  the  fabricof  our  society  may  seem  irresparable,  I 
can't  help  but  wonder  if  this  controversial  subject  will  one 
day  be  as  passe  as  the  sturm  und  drang  that  accompanied 
Lille  Langtry  when  she  arrived  in  London.  Don't  remem- 
ber Lillie  Langtry?  See  what  I  mean? 

I  believe  in  My  Fair  Lady.  I  believe  she  has  volumes  to 
speak  to  those  of  us  who  are  willing  not  only  to  love  but  to 
be  affected  by  the  person  whom  we  never  imagined  we 
could  possibly  love,  let  alone  like.  Towards  the  end  of  the 
play,  Henry  Higgins  asks,  "Will  I  let  her  in  or  throw  the 
baggage  out?"  Will  Higgins  uphold  his  society's  mores  or 
defy  them?  Here  -  nearly  a  hundred  years  later  -  we  face 
remarkably  similar  choices  to  make.

As  I  had  my  first  Jubilee  experience  this  past  winter,  I  came  to  realize  that  I  was  missing  out  on  a  piece  of  North  wb 
I  was  totally  unaware  of.  I  was  missing  out  on  incredible  guest  speakers  and  performers,  on  a  talented  bunch  of  high  sch 
singers,  and  most  importantly,  on  Sheldon  Reid's  famous  and  invaluable  words.  As  he  informed  the  audience  only  a 
minutes  into  the  spectacle  that  being  part  of  Jubilee  meant  learning  how  to  be  part  of  a  functioning  community,  I  ca'.

Band  is  a  place  where  students  can  come  to  have  a 
hands-on  experience  in  the  arts  and  experience  a  new 
and  different  kind  of  learning.  The  musicians  in  both 
Wind  Ensemble  and  Symphonic  Band  work  extremely 
hard  year-round  in  order  to  put  on  seveal  concerts.
